PLEASE CONVEY URGENTLY TO PRESIDENT SARKIS THE FOLLOWING 
MESSAGE FROM PRESIDENT CARTER: 

BEGIN TEXT: 

DEAR MR. PRESIDENT: I AM GRATEEUL FOR YOUR READINESS TO 
MEET WITH SECRETARY VANCE, WHOM I AM SENDING TO THE MIDDLE
